Arthur Brisbane, Noted 


Journalist, Is Dead 

RTHUR BRISBANE, one of the 

foremost newspaper editors 
and writers of the time, and the 
highest paid, died in his New York 
residence of coronary thrombosis at 
the age of seventy-two. The mil- 
lions of Americans who have read 
faithfully his columns, ‘‘Today’’ and 
“This Week,“ mourn his passing. 
An indefatigable, able and often 
brilliant worker, he continued his 
journalistic labors almost to the 
hour of his death, 

Born in Buffalo, N. V., Mr. Bris- 
bane at eighteen joined the staff of 
the New York Sun as a reporter. 
Shortly after he went to Europe for 
five years to complete his educa- 
tion and became the London corre- 
spondent of the Sun. From that 
time he advanced steadily in the 
profession. For the last 39 years 
he was employed by William R. 
Hearst. He had been ill for some 
time but characteristically con- 
cealed his condition from all but 
members of his family and died in 
the harness, as he would have 
wished to do. Funeral services were 
held in New York and the long list

Hans Von Seeckt, German 


Soldier, Is Dead 

EN. HANS VON SEECKT, who 
died in Berlin at the age of 
seventy, was one of the really capa- 
ble commanders in the World war. 
While acting as chief of staff to 
Field Marshall Von Mackensen he 
was responsible for the great defeat 
of the Russians at Gorlice, and he 
planned the campaigns that resulted 
in the collapse uf Serbia and Ru- 
mania. After the Von Kapp putsch 
of 1920 Van Seeckt was made com- 
mander - in - chief of the German 
army which he built into an effi- 
cient force. Later he helped to 
train the Chinese National army.

Archbishop of York Joins 
in Attack on Edward 
RCHBISHOPS of the Church of 
England just can’t let the duke 
of Windsor and his love affair alone. 
The Most Rev. Dr. William Temple, 
archbishop of York and second only 
to the archbishop of Canterbury, 
took his turn in lambasting the ab- 
dicated king, in a Christmas dioces- 
an letter that displayed little of the 


Christian spirit. Said the areh- 


bishop: 

It has . to many a man 
before now to find himself be 
to fall in love with another man’s 
wife. That is a moment of critical 
decision and the right decision is 
that they should cease to meet be- 
fore the passion is.so developed as 


to create an agonizing conflict be- 
tween love and duty. 

“The decision often has been tak- 
en by men of honor. And when the 
power of personal attraction is re- 
inforced by the glamor of the throne 
the moral obligation is the more 
urgent for that reason. 

Let us remember that any kind 
of love which can be in conflict with 
duty is not the love of which the 
gospel speaks.’’ 

The British press and a great 
many of the English people dre dis- 
gusted with these repeated attacks 
on Edward by the prelates and 
there is a growing danger of a split 
in the Church of England. 

Dispatches from Edward’s haven 
in Enzesfeld, Austria, say that he 
is planning to make Mrs. Simpson 
the duchess of Windsor in May next, 
immediately after her divorce be- 
comes absolute. Meanwhile he prob- 
ably will remain at the castle of 
Baron Eugene de Rothschild with- 
out seeing Mrs. Simpson.

| SUBSCRIBER ON BUS TANGLE 


i. Editor Progress: 
During the last three weeks I 
have read newspaper editorials 
and comment on the ‘Richmond- 
San Francisco bus problem.

They blame the Key System 
while the facts plainly show that 
the Key System is not at fault. 
As far back as last May the Key 
System and the SP made joint ap- 
plication to the California Toll 
Bridge Authority for permission 
to carry passengers across the bay 
bridge. From newspaper repofts 
such permission was granted. 
Bvidently, such 
would give. permission to carry 
passengers by motor coach or by 
train. Then, why is the Key Sys- 
\ tem not operating? Because ‘or 
some mysterious reason the SP, 
now operating its ‘‘Pacific Grey- 
hound Lines,“ a bus subsidiary, 
petitioned the eee to 
prohibit the Key System from op- 
erating their busses. The RR 
Commission issued such an order, 
and this is the order which is now 
holding up the service. 
Several statements have been glv- 
en out that the reason for this or- 
der was that it would be a viola- 
tion of a contract between the 
Key System, Southern Pacific, & 
the Federal Finance Corporation.
